REMARKS 

Claims 7, 9 through 13, and 15 through 20 are now pending in the application. 
Claims 1-3 are herein canceled. The Examiner is respectfully requested to consider the 
amendments and remarks contained herein. 

The Advisory Action mailed January 18, 2006 identified that Claims 7, 9-13 and 
1 5-20 of the present application would be allowable if submitted in a separate, timely 
filed amendment canceling the non-allowable Claims. Claims 1-3 were identified as 
rejected based on the discussion in pages 2, 3, 6, and 7 of the final office action mailed 
November 8, 2005. 

In order to place Claims 7, 9-13 and 15-20 and the present application in 
condition for allowance, Claims 1-3 are herein canceled.
